Seasonal fiuctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in monthly index 
numbers have teen smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is, the index 
shown above for each month is the average of the actual index of that month and the preceding 
two months.

The indexes have been adjusted to allow for an estimated increase in the 
number of persons dependent on employment, but no adjustment is made for 
seasonal variation. At the Census, 15,142 persons dependent on employment returned themselves 
as unemployed by reason of illness, accident, etc., or “ voluntarily.” This number, representing 
1-8 per cent. of all persons dependent on employment, is excluded from the above indexes, which 
relate to percentages of available wage earners employed and unemployed. 

The approximate number of persons in private employment was 478,000 in June, 1933, 
519,000in June, 1934, 567,000 in June, 1935, 614,000 in June, 1936, and 653,000 in June, 1937.
